Volunteer groups recognised 
for part played in flood relief 


THE remarkable efforts of volunteers on the flood- 
hit Somerset Levels and Moors were recognised 
before Christmas. 

Somerset County Council's leader, chairman and 
chief executive sent a letter thanking all those who 
have been volunteering as part of the Somerset 
Emergency Volunteers (SEV) group. Chairman 
David Fothergill also hosted an award presenta¬ 
tion for all the organisations from the Somerset 
Emergency Volunteer Agencies Group (SEVAG). 

SEVAG is made up of 20 different agencies, co¬ 
ordinated by the Somerset Local Authorities'Civil 
Contingencies Unit who organise quarterly meet¬ 
ings and training events and involvement of the 
voluntary organisations in the local authorities' 
emergency exercises and plans. It won the Emer¬ 
gency Planning Society Voluntary Sector Award 
2014 for their work through the floods. 

The volunteer organisations involved are: British 
Red Cross, Royal Voluntary Service, Burnham Area 
Rescue Boat, St John Ambulance, Freewheelers 
Emergency Voluntary Service, Wessex 4x4 Re¬ 
sponse, Plymouth Brethren Rapid Response Team, 
Civil Air Patrol (Skywatch), RAYNET, Victim Support, 
Salvation Army, Faith Communities Response 
Team, Samaritans, Rotary Club, Lions Club, Exmoor 
Search and Rescue, RSPCA, Scouts, Street Pastors, 
South West England Rescue Association. 

SEV was set up nine months ago, funded by the 
county council, to co-ordinate the efforts of the 
volunteers helping in some of the flood-affected 
areas after the initial emergency. 

With the emergency over and the immediate re¬ 
covery work essentially complete, the contract 
with SEV came to an end just before Christmas.The 
focus is now firmly on helping local communities 
become more resilient to any future flooding. 


Leader of the council, John Osman, said: "Many 
people gave up their time to help out during last 
winter's floods. It was a remarkable response from 
people from many difference places and walks of 
life. Their help was extremely important when we 
were coping with the emergency and then in the 
work to get communities back onto their feet. 

"Lots of work is being done by lots of different or¬ 
ganisations to reduce the likelihood and duration 
of flooding. A key part of that is now helping at risk 
communities be better prepared for any flooding 
that does happen." 

As part of the 20 Year Flood Action Plan work, 
Community Resilience Groups have already been 
created in six villages on Levels and Moors. These 
help residents prepare for floods and other emer¬ 
gencies and can include help to access grants for 
equipment and training. 

The Old School Building in Burrowbridge, which 
is being leased by the county council, will continue 
to have a regular local authority presence to sup¬ 
port resilience building.The council is also contin¬ 
uing to fund advice for businesses and farmers and 
is ready to fund public meetings if needed. 

SEV was formed by Paula Blight, chief executive 
of Mendip Community Support, and Sam Best, 
chief executive of South Somerset Association for 
Voluntary and Community Action. 

They said: "We are delighted to have been given 
this opportunity to work with the volunteers as 
part of the flood recovery on the Somerset Levels. 
This project enabled us all to work together and 
show the voluntary sector at its best."

NatWest closure to go 
ahead despite protest 
from MP and residents 


SOMERSET County Council leader John Osman 
has said he is “deeply disappointed” by the gov¬ 
ernment’s “unfair” funding settlement for the 
county’s key services. 

Councillor Osman has also criticised what he de¬ 
scribes as the government’s failure to redress the 
balance between the South West and England’s 
other regions, calling for “Somerset pounds for 
Somerset people.” 

His comments follow a recent announcement of 
the Local Government Finance Settlement. The 
county council estimates it will receive £1 million 
less than predicted in government support as a re¬ 
sult. 

This is on top of a stark £21 million drop in the 
government’s county council funding for 2015/16 


- from £63million in 2014/15 down to £42.3mil- 
lion - in the face of rising demand and significant 
pressure on Somerset’s key services. 

Councillor Osman said: “I am deeply disap¬ 
pointed with the settlement. Not only has the Gov¬ 
ernment failed to redress its unfair funding across 
the rural South West authorities, in its bias towards 
England’s South East and North it is effectively 
acting to send what is much-needed Somerset tax¬ 
payer’s money to elsewhere in the country. 

“What’s more, while the settlement is roughly 
£1 million less than we had anticipated - which 
some might argue is not vast in the grand scheme 

- it hides a much bigger issue. It takes no account 
of the rising cost of delivering services, nor the re¬ 
lentlessly increasing demand for services, partic¬ 


ularly those that support our elderly residents and 
children.” 

The preferred measure used by central govern¬ 
ment, that of councils’ “spending power”, which 
appears to paint a positive picture for the county 
council, is no true indicator of the scale of the chal¬ 
lenges the council faces, he added. 

“No matter what measure is used, the funding for 
Somerset fails to keep pace with rising cost and 
demand, and that means that we, like other author¬ 
ities, have more savings to make with all the ex¬ 
tremely difficult decisions that come with that,” 
he said. 

“Now, more so than ever, we need Somerset 
pounds for Somerset people.”

"I already have a good working relationship 
with the chamber's team through Albert Good¬ 
man's key advisory role in helping set up the 
Somerset Larder group to supply the Hinkley 
Point C development.

LOCAL MP David Laws said he was "unhappy" with 
the reaction of RBS managers at a public meeting 
called to protest against the proposed closure of the 
NatWest branch in South Petherton. 

Mr Laws, Liberal Democrat MP for the Yeovil con¬ 
stituency, has joined residents in a campaign to keep 
the branch open. 

Commenting on the public meeting he said: "The 
meeting demonstrated the strong views of people 
in South Petherton and the surrounding villages 
about keeping this bank branch open - particularly 
as it's the last in the village. So many people came to 
the public meeting that the venue had to be 
changed to the church - and even then it was stand¬ 
ing room only. 

"I was very unhappy with the response from the 
RBS managers who were present, who failed to pro¬ 
vide strong reasons for closing the branch and who 
didn't seem to be listening to the views of local resi¬ 
dents. 

"However, what we do now know is that since the 
closure of the nearby Martock branch, transaction 
volumes have risen at South Petherton rather than 
falling as the bank claimed. The bank also admitted 
that it was wrong to tell people in Martock that they 
would be able to use the South Petherton branch, 
and then announce two months later that it would 
close the South Petherton branch as well. 

"I have written again to the chief executive of RBS 
asking him to halt this closure and admit that the sit¬ 
uation at this branch is not as originally claimed by 
the bank. I have also spoken to the Business Secre¬ 
tary, Vince Cable, to express my concerns to him and 
to ask him whether this matter can be reviewed." 

However, despite concerns, RBS has confirmed the 
planned closure on January 20th will go ahead.The 
bank has assured customers that the existing ATM 
machine will remain in operation and that some 
banking services will be available at the local Post Of¬ 
fice.

Rabbits dumped at animal sanctuary

Tara Nirula, acting head of animal care at 
Feme Animal Sanctuary said: “This is not only 
very distressing, but also frustrating. It is so un¬ 
fair to the animals. 

“A week ago, a black kitten was discarded at 
the Sanctuary in a box. Two weeks ago, a dog 
was left tied to Feme’s entrance gate very late 
at night in gale force winds. 

“When this happens, we have no information 
on the animals that are abandoned, which makes 
re-homing more difficult. 

“Referring to the dog, luckily, a member of 
staff who lives on site was out late that night so 
by sheer chance, the very distressed animal was 
found at 11.30pm. All that night the weather 





was terrible. 

“We will not be re-homing any animals now 
until the New Year. People really should be 
more responsible if they need to find their pets 
new homes - and more importantly, think about 
the consequences for the poor animals they are 
abandoning.”

School house renamed to honour German philanthropist 


STUDENTS at The Park School in Yeovil have voted to rename one 
of their houses from Ashley to Muller. 

The school wanted to honour German philanthropist George 
Muller when the houses were originally founded in 1927, but due 
to the anti-German feeling of the time it was decided to avoid 
using the name. 

Eighty-seven years later it now feel fitting to rename the house 
to mark the centenary of the outbreak of the First World War. 

The Park School is proud of its long history of educating children 
in Yeovil. Since the school was founded by Miss Bennet in 1851, 
The Park has been a school mindful that it is educating future gen¬ 
erations for challenges yet unknown, although as the years have 
passed it has also become a custodian of tradition. It is a place that 
both looks to the future with hope and aspiration but celebrates 
the past for the legacy it has left. 

This Christmas, students at The Park School tookthe historic step 
of changing the name of one of the houses in the school from Ash¬ 
ley to Muller. 

The house system at The Park was formally recognised in Febru¬ 
ary 1927 with the opening of new boarding houses (now demol¬ 
ished to make way for Queensway). In acknowledgement of the 
school's Christian foundation, each house was named after a Chris¬ 
tian philanthropist: Shaftesbury (after the Earl of Shaftesbury), 
Slessor (after Mary Slessor) and Livingstone (after Dr Livingstone). 
The final house was named Ashley. 

The name Ashley may seem a strange choice at first because, un¬ 


like the others, it is not a philanthropist's name. Rather the house 
was connected with George Muller, the evangelical Christian who 
founded the Muller Children's Homes in Bristol. The decision not 
to use his actual name resulted from a fear of offending parents 
and friends who might then have still entertained some degree of 
anti-German feeling. Instead, the house was named after Ashley 
Down where the first homes were situated. 

In September this year, the current head of house, Richard Coles, 
suggested to headteacher Jane Huntington that, after 87 years - 
and in the year marking the centenary of the Great War that gen¬ 
erated such feeling - it might be fitting to finally bring Ashley 
House in line with the other three. 

It was agreed that the students should have the final say in the 
matter. The motion that Ashley should become Muller was pro¬ 
posed by Mr Coles in the September house meeting and on the 
October 6th the students of Ashley had a referendum to decide 
the matter. By a margin of just two votes, the students passed the 
motion that Ashley should become Muller. 

The name of the house was officially changed at the school's 
carol service in December. To commemorate the event, the names 
of the students who voted in the referendum were framed and 
hung in the school entrance. Finally, Mr Coles (pictured right with 
students) has donated a new cup to the school - The Ashley Cup - 
which will be presented each year at the annual prize giving to a 
student in recognition of service to their house.

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£6 Billion Funding to Tackle Potholes and Improve Local Roads 


A RECORD £6 billion will be spent on tackling 
potholes and improving local roads between 
2015 and 2021, Transport Secretary Patrick 
McLoughlin announced today (23 December 
2014). 

The investment amounts to £976 million a year, 
enough to fix around 18 million potholes across 
the country. 

It is the first time councils have been given 
locked-in funding over this length of time, which 
will help them plan ahead and save money for 
the taxpayer. 

Patrick McLoughlin said: 

"Roads play a significant part in everyday life. 
Poorly maintained local roads, blighted by pot¬ 
holes, are a menace to all road users, particularly 
during the festive period as people travel to see 
family and friends. 

"It is vital we have good quality roads.This gov¬ 
ernment has already taken strong action by 
spending £1 billion more on local roads mainte¬ 
nance than was spent in the previous parlia¬ 
ment. 

"The £6 billion funding I am announcing today 


will put an end to short term fixes and will mean 
we have committed £10 billion between 2010 
and 2021. 

"This huge investment is part of our long term 
economic plan to ensure we have a transport 
network fit for the 21 st century." 

The Department for Transport allocates fund¬ 
ing to local authorities based on local need, so 
councils with larger highway networks receive 
more of the funding. 

Over £4.7 billion will be shared between 115 
councils, while a further £575 million will be 
available through a new challenge fund to help 
repair and maintain local highway infrastructure 
such as junctions, bridges and street lighting. 

Details of funding allocations are available as 
an interactive map. 

It was also announced today that £578 million 
has been set aside for an incentive fund scheme 
which will start in 2016 to reward councils who 
demonstrate they are delivering value for 
money in carrying out cost effective improve¬ 
ments.
